; Trees Suffer. 


‘Island of Bermuda, September 13.—A 
cyclone swept over this island last night. 
Houses were blown down and others were 
unfoofed. The storm raged: the whole 
of last night. No lives were lost, but 
heavy damage was done to public and 
private property, fruit and cedar trees. 
The causeway was badly injured and the 
government house was damaged. 

The storm was the worst known here 
since the hurricane of 1880. In fact, many 
of the inhabitants say it exceeded the 
gale of 1880 in violence. 

The weather at 4 o'clock today is mild 
and the storm has disappeared. Infor- 
mation from the dock yard says the 
damage done there is very serious. The 
breakwater is badly damaged. On Ire- 
land and Boaz islands everything is more 
or less injured. The damage is roughly 
estimated at £100,000. 

At Somerset all the boats and small 
craft were destroyed, the trees demolish- 
ed and houses unslated or otherwise 
damaged. At Prospect Camp the damage 
is estimated at £3,000, 

More than half a mile of the causeway 
connecting the mainiand with St. George 
is totally destroyed, It will cost £12,000 
to £15,000 to repair it. News from _ S8t.

SCHURMAN ISSUES A STATE- 


MENT ON PHILIPPINES. 


in the Islands at the 
‘eUl,y, zuUSseI_ 


——— 


Ithaca, N. Y., September 13.—President 
Schurman returned today to his oflice 
in Cornell university. He gave out the 
following statement to the Associated 
Press on Philippine affairs: 


“It is very important that the public 
should know the actual facts of the sit- 
uation. Things are what they ave and 
the Americin public. should understand 
them whether they agreed with or run 
ccunter to the public wishes. 

‘1. It requires some effort to realize 
the vastness of the archipelago, which 
extends in triangular form from Formosa 
to Borneo and Celebes, through 16 degrees 
of latitudes, Never going out into the 
Pacific ocean on the east nor the China 
sea on the west, I made a circuit of 
2,000 miles all south of Manila. This gives 
some idea cf the difficulty of maintain- 
ing an effective blockade, as the coast line 
of the islands embraced in the achipelago 
is many more thousands of miles. 

‘2. The multiplicity and hetarogenous na 
ture of the tribes is something astound- 
ing. Over sixty different languages are 
spoken in the archipelago and the ma- 
jority of the tribes are small and there 
are a half dozen, each haying over a quar- 
ter of a million members. These tribes 
are all civilized and Christjanized, but 
small uncivilized tribes, among whom the 
Igorotes seem best known in America, 
inhabit the mountains in Lugon and form 
a large part of the population of Min- 
danao. In this island also there is a 
large Mohammedan population which is 
independent of the Mohammedans in the 
neighboring Sulu archipelago. 

Tagalos Are Very Annoying. 

"3. It is the Tagalos inhabiting some 
of the provinces about Manila who are re- 
sisting the authority of the United States. 
Other Filipinos are neutral, except where 
they are coerced by armed bands of Ta- 
galos, who seized upon their governments 
during the making and ratification of our 
treaty of peace with Spain. It would be 
incorrect to assume, however, that these 
tribes are allies of ours. They are not. 
Indeed, they are not without suspicion of 
the white race, of which they have had 
experiences only through Spain. But 
there are men of intelligence and property 
and the masses, when not stirred up by 
the Tagalos, recognize the advantage to 
them of American sovereignty, and so 
many remain neutral. 

“4. The insurrection, though = serious 
enough, as experience has proven, is not 
a national uprising. Indeed, there is no 
Philippine nation. As I have already 
said, there is a multifarious collection of 
tribes having only this in common, that 
they belong to the Malay race. The in- 
habitants of the archipelago no more 
ecnsUtute a nation than the inhabitants 
of the continent of Europe do. 

“SD. The United States having  as- 
sumed by a treaty of peace with Spain 
sovereignty over the archipelago, became 
responsible for the maintenance of peace 
and order, the administration of justice, 
the security of life and property among 
all the tribes of the archipelago. 

“This is an obligation which intelli- 
gent Filipinos, not less than foreign na- 
tlons, expect. us to fulfill, Nor will the 
national honor permit us to turn back, 
In taking the Philippine islands we an- 
nexed great responsibility. The fact that 
the responsibility is heavier than most 
people supposed it would be ts no excuse 
for failure to discharge it. I repeat that 
that Philippine question is essentially a 
OR ig of national honor and obliga- 
tlon.’’ 

In reply to an inquiry that nothing was 
left but to fight it out, President Schur- 
man said: 


done by a declaration on the part of 
congress of the form of government to 
be established in the islands, or, better 
still, let congress establish a government 
for the Philippine islands and have it put 
in force in all parts and among all tribes 
hostile to the United States. This would 
serve several purposes. It would also 
give our enemies a demonstration of free 
government on the Amrican plan, a very 
important point when it is remembered 
that the Tagalos claim to be fighting for 
their liberty.”’ 

Asked about the capacity of the Fill- 
pino people to govern themselves, Presi- 
dent Schurman said he thought each tribe 
might, subject to the supervision of a 
wise general government, manage in the 
main its own municipal and provincial af- 
fairs. 

President Schurman seemed firm in the 
conviction that some form 6? home rule 
for each of the tribes and. under the 
watchful supervision of the general gov- 
ermmen at Manila, was the solution of 
the problem. 

“I have great confidence in the people 
of the Philippines,” he added, “and much 
sympathy for their aspirations. A race 
should be judged by its best products, and 
an educated Filipino of whatever tribe, 
and each city has its educated men, will 
bear comparison with an educated man of 
any -other race.”

New York, September 13.—The funeral 
of Cornelius Vanderbilt, who died yes- 
terday morning, is to be held at 10 o’clock 
on Friday morning in St. Bartholomew's 
church, in which Mr. Vanderbilt was a 
pewholder. The service will be conducted 
by Rev. Dr. David H. Greer, the rector. 
Bishop Potter will be present. The clergy 
of the church ‘gill asgist the rector. Dr. 
Greer will be at the Vanderbilt residence 
at 9:30 o’clock to conduct a short service 
of prayer before the church service. 

The main body of the church is to be re- 
served for the members of the family and 
the associates of Mr. Vanderbilt in the 
vafiolS business and charitable institu- 
tions in which he was directly interested; 
the remainder to be opened to the general 
public. There are to be no tickets of ad- 
mission. A squad of policemen is to be 
assigned to keep order outside the church. 
The honorary pallbearers will be:

Nothing will have to be sold in the set- 
tlement of the estate. Mr. Vanderbilt's 
life was not insured.” 

The friends of the family are yet in ig- 
norance of the provisions of the will. Mr. 
Depew said that “William K. Vanderbilt 
is in charge of everything, as he is the 
head of the family.”’ A gentleman familiar 
with the Vanderbilt interests said today: 


‘‘No one knows the exact value of Cor- 
nellus Vanderbilt's estate. Although he 
kept his properties carefully jtemized, he 
could not tell their value. as the values 
fluctuated, His estate increased about one- 
third in value during the last eighteen 
months. I do not think the general public 
will be made familiar with the items of 
his estate. Sometime the gross value of 
it may be or stein so as to comply with 
the law conce — inheritance tax, but I 
do not believe the estate of Cornelius 
Vanderbilt will be laid bare as was that 
of Jay Gould. It is also probable that 
several trust funds have been formed 
under the will so that the estate mav be 
entailed for at least two generations. Mr. 
Vanderbilt left some large sums to char- 
itable projects, -undoubtedly, and these 
figures may be made public. I would not 
be surprised if a special trust fund has 
been formed for the benefit of the infant 
son of Cornelius Vanderbilt, Jr.

The meeting was largely attended by 
farmers from all over this and adjoining 
counties, and Captain H. H. Bass was 
elected chairman. Several speeches were 
made and all present showed their deep- 
est interest in the meeting—the object of 
which was to devise some means where- 
by the farmers could realize satisfactory 
returns from their cotton crop. 

The following resolutions, which are 
somewhat similar to those passed by the 
farmers of Troup county, were unani- 
mously adopted: 

“Resolved 1. That the present crop shall 
not be put on the market for a price less 
than 8 cents per pound. 

“2. Until that price is reached the banke 
ers and merchants are to advance such 
amount on all cotton received by them 
as will meet the immediate demands of 
the farmer storing said cotton in the 
warehouses and as security hold the re- 
ceipts of such cotton until a saie is 
deemed advisable. 

"3. The great difference between the 
raw material and the manufactured goods 
is proof conclusive that the present price 
of the staple is but little more than 
half its value. The surplus on hand is of 
such low grades as not to be of much 
value save for the very coarse fabrics 
and should cut no figure as against the 
present high grade.

Athens, Ga., September 13.—(Special.)— 

Chancellor Walter B. Hill, of the unit- 
versity, delivered his first public address 
in Athens last night at the Athenean club- 
rooms. 

It was an address to the business men 
of Athens and made a profound impres- 
slon on all present. He spoke of college 
education and its relations to the busi- 
ness world. 

Chancellor Hil] was introduced by Vice 
President M. G. ‘Michael, of the Athe- 
nean, in a most appropriate and eloquent 
manner. He then proceeded to deliver his 
lecture, which was received with undi- 
vided attention by the large audience. 

Chanceilor Hill spoke of the advantages 
of Athens as a university town, a place 
where the people take a general interest 
in the inner life of the univeTsity, the 
result being -hat the Students feel that 
they have the people of Athens as an au- 
dience, and that they are an inspiration 
for them. The student achieving success 
realizes that he has the protection of not 
only the student body. but also of the 
citizens, the mature men and women of 
Athens.

Usher is the young man 
from Springfield, Ga., who was on: his 
way to attend college at Athens, and was 
arrested in Macon last evening for trying 
to pass a check for $55 drawn by D. B. 
Baum, of Irwinton, on I. C. Plant's 
Son bank, Macon, payable to the order of 
Charlie Wachtel, of Macon. He also had 
on his person a draft drawn by D. B. 
Baum on Asbury Hull, of Augusta, pay- 
able to the order of Charlie Wachtel. It

“T have never taken a drink of whisky 
In my life, and never touch wine of any 
sort except at the communion service. I 
have belonged to the church since I was 
twelve years old, and I am now twenty- 
three.”’ 


When he attempted to pass the check | 


last evening for some goods he had pur- 
chased he gaid his name was ‘“H. S8. 
Zeigier,” and he was a cotton merchant 
at Cordele, Ga. He never would admit 
how he got possession of the draft and 
check. 

This afternoon Mr. D. B. Baum came 
from Iwinton to Macon and he is anxious 
to learn how Usher got the draft and 
check. Baum says that on yesterday, In 
Irwinton, he gave to a mail carrier a 


' letter addressed to Charile Wachtel, Ma- 


con, to be mailed at MeIntyre. The let- 
ter contained the check and draft, and 
uttached to the draft were two bills of 
lading, one for six bales of cotton and one 
for twenty-five bales. He does not know 
where the mall carrier mailed the letter 
or how Usher got hold of it. Usher was 
on the train coming from Guyton, and 
he stated in court today that he changed 
the car several times while 
en route to Macon, “‘for reasons not nec- 
essary to mention.”’ Mr. Baum has 
written to the mail carrier at Irwinton to 
know what he did with the letter. The 
bills of lading that were attacked to the 
draft have not been found. Usher esdys 
he is a preacher and does not wish his 
people to know of the trouble in which 
he has become involved. Among Usher's 
effects was a portion of an envelope on 
which was written the address, ‘‘Charlle 
Wachtell, Macon, Ga.,"’ and it is thought 
that this may be part of the envelope of 
the letter which Baum gave to the mail 
carrier to mail. The handwriting was 
that of Mr. Baum.

WHO ASSAULTED MRS. ASH AT 
TY TY ON MONDAY. 


He Was Identified by His Victim, 
and Is in Jail—Refuses 
To Talk. 


Tifton, Ga., September 13.—Ed Hender- 
son, one of the negroes who assaulted 
Mrs .Ash at Ty Ty, on Monday evening, 
was caught in Tifton today and positively 
identified by the woman and her brother, 
and he is now in the hands of her aveng- 
ers. Henderson has been working for Mr. 
John Rigdon, at his cotton gin, in Tifton, 
for three years, and has a sister living at 
Ty Ty. He went to visit her Sunday and 
returned Monday evening, a few hours 
after the crime was committed. Suspicion 
first pointed to him on account of ‘the 
fact that he staid hid out at Ty Ty Thurs- 
day evening until his sister had bought 
a ticket to Tifton. He was questioned this 
morning and his answers were so evasive 
as to arouse suspicion. He was arrested 
and carried before Mrs. Ash, who at once 
and positively identified him. 

Several negroes had been carried before 
her during the day and all were at once 
pronounced the wrong men, but as soon 
as she saw Henderson her identification 
was instantaneous. Her little brother also 
identified Henderson as one of the men 
he saw assaulting his sister. 

Another negro is tm Albany jail answer- 
ing the description of the other rapist. 
The fact that Henderson remained in Tif- 
ton during all the excitement proves him 
a cool one. He refuses to say anything at 
all, but may be induced to talk later. 

There is no disorder or confusion and 
everything at Ty Ty is being done proper- 
ly and in order.

How much of this 
will prove to have been pure loss whem 
the gates are finally closed on November 
6, of course no one knows, but experts 
believe that the Paris Exposition of 19@ 
will be much more successful finaneially 
than the World's Fair was at Chicago.
